2.     Proposed  Alterations  to 
Swangard  Stadium  Grounds 

Reference  was  made  to  an  article  in  the  Vancouver  Sun  on 
October  25,  1972,   pointing  out  changes  proposed  to  the  Swangard  Stadium 
grounds  in  preparation  for  the  Canada  Games  and  that  such  changes 
will  result  in  the  closing    of  the  Stadium  between  December  1,  1972, 
and  August  1,  1973. 
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Proposed  Alterations  to 

Swangard  Stadium  Grounds  (cont'd) 

MOVED  by  Aid.  Rankin, 
SECONDED  by  Aid.  Broome, 

THAT  the  Vancouver  City  Council,   in  the  strongest  possible 
terms,   protest  to  the  joint  Burnaby- Vancouver  Swangard  Stadium 
Committee  in  regard  to  the  proposal  to  make  any  alterations  to  the 
Swangard  Stadium  field  and  particularly  since  such  alterations 
will  result  in  an  extended  closure  of  the  Stadium,   possibly  from 
December  1,   1972  to  August  1,   1973  when  the  Canada  Games  will  open 
and  for  which  such  alterations  are  being  advanced.     The  Vancouver 
City  Council  emphatically  sets  out  its  opposition  to  any  such 
arrangements ; 

FURTHER  THAT  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to  the 
Canada  Games  Committee,   the  Vancouver  Park  Board  and  the  Burnaby 
Parks  Commission.
